Inflation And A Balanced Budget 


Jam-Slain In Columbus 


Ohioans would be surprised to learn 
how 
many of the 1,374 bills introduced in the Gener­ 
al Assembly this year have merit. 


But they will never know. In a deluge of 
that size, only a few proposals can be given 
careful 
consideration. 
Many 
good 
bills 
will 
share the fate of most of the bad bills. They 
will be shuffled into wastebaskets as quickly 
and quietly 
as possible. 
Ohioans never will 
know about them. There will not be time to 
find out. 


This is one of the drawbacks of biennial 
sessions, lf Ohio legislators m et every year, 
there would be two chances for even one-term 
repiesentatives and senators to introduce new 
legislation and two chances for every legisla­ 
ture to recognize the merit in good bills. The 
public would have a chance each year to hear j 
about legislative affairs. 


Those who argue that once every two years 
is often enough for the Assembly to m eet do 
not build their case on the welfare of Ohio but j 
on convenience for them selves and the organi- j 
zations 
they 
represent, 
including 
lobbying 
groups that - manipulate overstuffed legislative 
hoppers to their own advantage. 


Tt is not good for Ohioans to have their legisla­ 
tive interests put through a jam-slam session 
once every two years, no chance for delibera­ 
tion and discussion. 


Beware The Boom 


We had been waiting for someone to point 
out what Charles Van Doren had done for higher 
education by winning all that money on a TY 
quiz show. 


We wanted to lower the boom on a foolish gen­ 
eralization about Van Doren. 


Inez Robb stepped into the place where we 
estim ated we could lower it with greatest ef­ 
fect when she said in her syndicated column 
the young m an’s performance had started an 
educational revolution. “The advent 
of 
Van 
Doren,” she says, quoting a college professor, 
“ has opened the eyes of inumerable students 
to the real advantages of a college education.” 


Meanwhile, on another quiz show, Teddy Nad- 
ler, who quit school after the eighth grade, 
has been taking on all com ers, including col­ 
lege professors holding degrees that Van Doren 
is still hoping to get. While it is a good bet 
that Nadler cannot go on forever, he must have 
opened the eyes of innumerable students to 
the advantages of total recall, which has noth­ 
ing 
to 
do 
with 
education. 
He 
rem embers 
everything he ever read, which is better than 
a college education if the idea is to win money 
on quiz shows. 


Many a highly-educated person with a list 
of degrees as long as a boarding-house reach 
would not last three rounds with Nadler. who 
admits he has no education, 
just 
a 
freak 
memory. 


The promise by the President of 
a balanced budget for fiscal 1958 i 
is likely to delude Americans into 
a belief that when the government 
takes in more than it spends there 
need be no fear of inflation. 
A bit of economic common sense. 
however, will serve to dissipate 
that fatal delusion. For the budget 
is inflationary, despite the possi­ 
bility that it will be balanced. 
Moreover, there are forces, such 
as 
unwise 
wage 
increases 
and 
large 
consumption 
of 
m aterials 
for public works, that are just as 
likely to produce inflation as the 
government printing presses. 
And finally, there is no assur­ 
ance that the 1958 budget will be 
balanced at all. 
An authority as eminent as Prof. 
Arthur Burns, until this year chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said recently 
that the President’s budget, even 
if balanced, is inflationary. 


PERHAPS THIS BIT of frank­ 
ness reflects his feeling as a pri­ 
vate citizen after an unsuccessful 
fight while in the government to 
ward off the spenders from the 
President. For in past years Mr. 
Burns 
and 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Humphrey were the two sanest of 
the White House’s financial advis­ 
ers. 
To the average American the 
word “ balanced” is comforting. It 
means in private life the thrifty 
habit of making a little more mon­ 
ey than is spent. It means som e­ 
thing for 
savings 
against 
rainy 
days ahead. Or it means paying 
off debts. 
But such a balance as is indi­ 
cated in the President’s budget 
has no such comforting assurances. 
When the President admonished 
the unions and employers alike to 
use 
self-restraint 
in 
wage 
and 
price increases, he was pointing 
at one of the most certain causes 
of inflation other than the print­ 
ing of paper money. For a wave of 
wage increases would injure the 
national economy and only partial­ 
ly benefit the workers on the re­ 
ceiving end. 
As Lemuel R. 
Boulware, vice 
president of General Electric, said 
recently: “ Money wages are the 
pay you see. The real wages are 
what the pay is worth ” 


DESPITE the arguments of un­ 
ion economists, there is no suffi­ 
cient increase in the product of la­ 
bor to justify such increases of 
wages and benefits as we have 
seen in recent years. 
Despite progress in technology, 
the actual increase in productivity 
is only about 3 per cent a year in 
manufacturing, and 2 per cent in 
the economy as a whole. And the 
higher rate for manufacturing is 
justified by the efficiency of a few 
of the manufacturers. 
Another reason why this budget, 
although it may be balanced, is 
inflationary is the presence in it 
of vast amounts of pork barrel ex­ 
penditures. Even the Joint Con­ 
gressional Committee on the Eco­ 
nomic Report has warned about 
large spending on public works at 
this time. 
But the President was indulging 
in what m ay prove to be unwar­ 
ranted 
optimism 
when 
he 
said 
there m ay be a surplus in 1958. 
This rosy expectation was based 
upon an assumption of a continuing 
rise of business activity. The un­ 
popularity of the spending plans of 
the administration is in itself a ser­ 
ious shock to the confidence which 
has carried the President through 
his first four years. 


THERE IS ALREADY a slow­ 
down in forward capital expendi­ 
tures. 
This 
slow-down 
will 
be 
compounded because its very ex­ 
istence induces further restraints. 
There is an 
ominous 
note 
in 
many of the annual statem ents of 
corporations. Volume is up, but 
with little or no increases in prof­ 
its available for the government’s 
tax. 
This m%y be the sort of “ profit­ 
less 
prosperity” 
that 
we heard 
about in the 1920's. Even a slight 
drop in volume produces a larger 
relative drop in what a company 
pays in taxes because of the steep- 
; ly graduated rates. 
And 
when 
many 
companies 
; have a break-even point of 80-90 
per cent, it would take no catas­ 
trophic drop in sales volume to 
, wipe out a large part of taxable 
income. 
In short, we cannot support an 
extravagant government out of a 
, profitless prosperity. 


Long-Range Foreign Aid?

Unwieldy For Certain 


The president of Ohio’s 23 - member State 
Roard of Education cannot be critized for de­ 
fending it 
against 
Gov. O'Neill’s observation 
that it is “ unwieldy and not effective.” 
Bul President Robert A. Manchester will have 
to admit that a 23 - member board is not 
what could be called “ wieldy.” Whether or not 
it is not what could be called “effective” is 
still a matter of opinion after a year’s opera­ 
tion. 
The ideal setup for the state’s first board 
would have been a 
sm all group of citizens ap­ 
pointed by 
the governor of Ohio for special 
qualifications, subject to the approval of the 
Ohio Senate. 
This would have given Ohio a fighting chance 
to get and to keep, under a succession of con­ 
scientious governors, 
a professionally - com ­ 
petent board, small enough to be manageable 
and cohesive. 
Perhaps the 23 - member board may prove 
to be professionally competent as tim e passes 
and it overcom es its built - in handicap. But 
its unwieldiness is a fact. In the General As­ 
sem bly’s floundering attempt to find a formula 
for bringing it into existence, a board member 
from each of 23 congressional districts was not 
a happy compromise. 


A Touch Of Hypochondria 


One lesson that must be learned the hard 
way 
about 
this 
country’s 
economic hypo­ 
chondria is that it runs in cycles. 
Every so often, the blues set in. exactly as 
blues singers keep telling us they do. 
One 
morning, instead of answering, “ Fine” to the 
question of how they feel, a group of pundits 
say. “ Not so good right now” — and that does 
it. 
Everybody searches for symptoms. Imagin­ 
ary ailm ents become as common 
as house­ 
flies in August. Symptoms are swapped. Seers 
peer sourly at the statistics. There is a twitch 
here, a dull pain there. 
And that is the way the blues set in 
It is a 
conversational landslide that m akes everything 
seem to be running downhill. Nothing can stop 
it until it has used up its momentum. 
It runs in cycles. 
For the time-being, the United States is hav­ 
ing a touch of hypochondria. It has been a 
hard winter and spring is far behind. 


WASHINGTON UR — President 
Eisenhower made a pitch last year 
for 
long-range 
foreign 
aid. • It 
w asn’t a very strong pitch and 
he lost. This year, with some out­ 
side help, he m ay try again. 
Congress has steadfastly clung 
to the idea of aid on a year-by- 
year basis ever since 1948 when, 
with the Marshall Plan, this coun­ 
try first set up foreign assistance 
on a big scale. 


Economic 
aid 
is 
designed 
to 
help 
backward 
and 
underdevel­ 
oped countries. But the year-by- 
year arrangem ents prevent t h i s 
country and the receiving nations 
f r o m 
planning 
developments 
which takes years to complete. 
For exam ple: 
river and harbor 
and waterpower development, or 
highways and railroads. 
So 
in 
1956 
Eisenhower 
asked 
Congress to approve a foreign aid 
program which would permit car­ 
rying 
on 
some 
projects for 
as 
much as IO years. He didn’t ask 
for money for 
IO years, all in 
a lump. But he wanted congres­ 
sional promises that would make 
long-range planning possible. 
He ran into stiff opposition and 
apparently backed away. Neither 
he nor his aides made much of a 
fight. Instead, he concentrated on 
trying to get Congress to give him 
the full $4,900,000,000 he has asked 
for one year. Congress didn’t go 
along on that either. It cut more 
than a billion off his request. 
But there was agreement 
be­ 
tween 
Eisenhower 
and Congress 
that it was time for some fairly 
thorough 
studies 
on 
the 
whole 
problem of foreign aid. The Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee 
hired 
ll 
research 
organizations 
and assigned IO men familiar with 
foreign affairs to do the job. 
Two different groups appointed 
by Eisenhower went to work. They 
were made up of representatives 
of business, labor, agriculture and 
the public. One was headed by 
Benjamin F. Fairless, steel execu­ 
tive, and the other, continuing ad­ 
visory body, by Erie Johnston. 
The Senate study reports have 
been pouring out in recent weeks. 
Most of them favor long-term aid. 
In the past week the Fairless and 
Johnston 
groups 
have 
reported. 
They favor long-term aid. 
So if Eisenhower wants to pro­ 
pose 
a 
10-year 
program 
again 
this year he was a lot of support 
— at least outside Congress. It s 
still questionable the full Congress 
will go along with the idea. 
And right now inside the Eisen­ 
hower administration it is under­ 
stood some of the President’s top 
advisers are chilly to long-range 
commitments. 
Johnston’s group expressed be­ 
lief there is wide misunderstand­ 
ing in this country on the amount 
and kind of aid being given. This 
is a brief breakdown: 
Of the $3,800,000,000 billion voted 
by Congress last year, about two 
billions is in military assistance; 
another $1,200.000 000 in economic 
help to the nations getting m ili­ 
tary assistance; and 250 millions 
for economic development in neu­ 
tral countries. 
The remainder 
goes 
to inter­ 
national agencies, to technical as­ 
sistance. 
into 
presidential 
funds 
for em ergency relief, or into the 
cost of administering the program 
The 
Johnston 
group 
reported 


that roughly two thirds of the non­ 
military 
aid 
goes to 
six 
coun­ 
tries: 
Turkey. 
Pakistan. 
Iran, 
South Korea, Viet Nam. and the 
Nationalist republic of China. They 
have a population of 170 million. 


The remaining third goes to un­ 
derdeveloped countries having 
a 
900 million population.

trouble with his stomach and ear­ 
ly retirem ent.” Barton says. 
“ If he works for love of his job 
and the people around him. the 
money will come and he’ll live 
happier." 


Placing young executive talent 
in key spots at tljp rate of 5.000 a 
year. Barton’s staff for 60 experts 
has seen executives come and go, 
rise and fall. 


Today the demand is for indus­ 
trial executives with experience in 
the engineering fields — m echani­ 
cal. electrical and aeronautic. 
If they have specialized in sales, 
production or engineering design 
and rated in the upper half of 
their college class, if s a good bet 
that they’ll land a job paying $10,- 
000 a year, within three and a half 
years from the time they gradu­ 
ate. 


The man specializing in sales 
will have a much better chance 
of entering top m anagement be­ 
cause 80 per cent. of the execu­ 
tives arrived by this route. 


Barton says an executive doesn t 
become 
a 
“ big 
shot” 
until 
he 
reaches the $15,000 to $20,000-a-year 
bracket. But only one in IO $15,000- 
per-year jobs are worth taking be­ 
cause frequently the company of­ 
fering it does not possess stature 
in its industry. 
Barton’s agency rates the com ­ 
pany hiring the executives as well 
as the employe looking for a job. 
The firms are rated on their cali­ 
ber and ability to add to a m an’s 
value in the executive field. 
The average executive changes 
jobs every four or five years. 
“The men who get ahead the 
fastest, change jobs when a bet­ 
ter opportunity presents 
itself.” 
Barton said. 
Changing jobs also can be fatal 
to a m an’s career if he doesn t 
watch his step. As he moves up 
in the salary bracket, his pres­ 
tige can diminish becaue the com ­ 
panies he joins from job to job 
also slide lower and lower in cali­ 
ber.

Russian Revolution Now 40 Years Old 


Montevideo, the capital city of 
Uruguay, because of its 
beauty 
and tourist facilities, is known as 
the “Riviera of South Am erica.” 


(Four decades ago the Rus- I 
sian people o v e rth re w the czar 
and stood in freedom, a fre e ­ 
dom soon lost to the Bolshe­ 
viks. W h y did they lose it? 
The answer perhaps lies in the 
character of the people t h e m ­ 
selves. William L. Ryan, A sso ­ 
ciated Press specialist to Rus­ 
sia, explains w h a t that c h a r­ 
acter is in this first of a series 
of four articles.) 


Forty 
years 
ago 
tomorrow 
a 
spark of freedom burst into bril­ 
liant flame in the dark of a Petro- 
grad morning. It brought Russia to 
the edge of what might have been 
a golden age. 


A revolution, first of two great 
1917 upheavals in Russia, explod­ 
ed 
Monday, 
March 
12, 
at 
the 
height of a cruel European war 
To history it was like a flash of 
lightning across a sky black with 
oppression. T h e following Novem ­ 
ber it was to vanish in the thun­ 
der of a Bolshevik betrayal. 


The first Russian revolution of 
1917 — the “ February revolution” 
by the old Russian calendar — 
had nothing to do with Bolshevism 


Bolshevik 
leaders 
played 
no 
part in it. It was what they chose 
to call the “ bourgeois” — or mid­ 
dle class capitalist — revolution, a 
rising of all the people from no­ 
bles to peasants. 


HAD IT BEEN permitted to live 
and develop, the February revolu­ 
tion which overthrew Czar Nicho­ 
las II might have produced a new 
Russian, freed from his fear and 
suspicion of the West, his ages old 
superstitious reverence for 
abso­ 
lute power. 


Instead, 
a 
Bolshevik 
counter­ 
revolution in November installed 
totalitarianism by force. With 40 
years to develop, that revolution 
produced what the Kremlin today 
calls the “new Soviet m an.” 
Ivan, unready for freedom, suc­ 
cumbed to his perennial habit of 
submission. 
The 
“new S o v i e t 
m an” is the image of the ancient 
Russian. 
Strong, tenacious, enduring and 
long suffering, he is — like his 
ancestor — impervious to m isery j 
around him but worried a b o u t 
m isery far away. He will work un­ 
til he drops for glorification 
of 
the Motherland. He is deeply pa­ 
triotic, but his patriotism is 
a 
m ystic love of the soil rather than 
respect for a government or 
a 
system . 
Today his government is more 
state capitalist, in a harsh sense 
of the term, than it is Commun­ 
ist or Marxian Socialist. Its lop­ 
sided economy, bent on industrial 
and military m i g h t above all. 
faces new crises. 
The “ new Soviet m an” is stir­ 
ring, not so much because of op­ 
pression as because of vague m is­ 
givings. His leaders, so long in­ 
fallible as Czar and Stalin, today 
are lesser men commanding neith­ 
er awe nor respect 


R U S S I A N S 
never 
revolted 
against a system . They rose in 
anger when burdens becam e too 
great. From Ivan t h e Terrible 
to Khrushchev the Commonplace 
the story has been t h e sam e « 
When rulers feared t h e burden 
might be unbearable, they relaxed | 
oppression. From relaxation cam e 
uprisings, from uprisings, new op­ 
pression. 
What makes Russians what they 
are’’ Probably it’s their history — 
a chronicle of unending tragedy— 
and their deep sense of identifica­ 
tion with their past. 
Their first great tragedy 
oc­ 
curred seven centuries ago. when 
hordes from Asia swept 
across 
Russia all the way to Kiev, then 
the fountain of Slav culture. 
From then, the center of Rus­ 
sian life shifted toward Moscow. 
Its grand princes intrigued 
ser­ 
vilely with the Asian conquerors, {

who left the Russians with a habit ' 
of total autocracy and a suspicion 
of outside ideas. T h e Russians 
never shook off the influence. 
Through the ages Russia wrap­ 
ped herself in m ystery. Even in 
the enlightened 19th and 20th cen­ 
turies, 
occasional 
travellers 
re­ 
turning from Russia were like ad­ 
venturers from another world, full 
of wondrous tales of a cruel and 
baffling land. 


“ WE ARE POOR with the ac­ 
cumulated 
p o v e r t y 
of 
1,000 
years,” once wTrote Leon Trotsky, 
later an architect of the Bolshevik 
betrayal. T h e y were poor from 
1,000 years of great and 
small 
wars, intrigues, hero saints and 
legendary devils, suspicion a n d 
fear, want and barbarism. Their 
history was pockmarked by invad­ 
ing hordes from Asia and preda­ 
tory enem ies from the west, a his­ 
tory of vast superstition, d e e p 
m ysticism , m ass ignorance. 
It was a history finally domi­ 
nated by Moscow, whose princes 
restlessly pushed out their I o g 
cabin principality in 
ever-widen­ 
ing circles. The story is dotted 
with grandeur, blackened by op­ 
pression, constantly repeating it­ 
self. 
Through 
it all ran 
a 
m ystic 
them e of Russia as the world’s 
center, the R u s s i a n s as the 
world’s hope of salvation. Russian 
literature mirrored this quirk of 
character. It sung in dirges of sin 
and suffering, humiliation and re­ 
pentance. But to her writers, Rus­ 
sia's wars were crusades to save 
others. Russia never could see the 
clutter of misery in her own back­ 
yard. 
Russia warred on the Turks to 
save religious freedom, and there 
was no religious freedom in Rus­ 
sia 
She warred with Poland to 


save peasants from t h e Polish 
nobility, but Russia's own farm ­ 
ers were in slavery. She expand­ 
ed endlessly, bent on spreading 
enlightenment, and in Russia there 
was darkness. 


A CENTURY ago an idea with 
the sound of Utopia cam e 
from 
Germany. Karl Marx and Fried­ 
rich Engels produced a manifesto 
proclaiming 
that 
“ a 
specter 
of 
com m unism ” 
haunted 
Europe. 
Russian thinkers leaped at the no­ 
tion. 
The idea suited them. It prom­ 
ised an absolute — Utopia — and 
Russians seek absolute answers. 
Alexander 
Herzen, 
the 
liberal 
Russian thinker, wrote IOO years 
ago: 
“ I believe there is some justi­ 
fication for the fear of commun­ 
ism which the Russian 
govern­ 
ment begins to feel. Communism 
is the Russian autocracy, turned 
upside-down.” 
Russia drew a breath of free­ 
dom in 1917. T h e overthrow of 
Czar Nicholas II was a 
liberal 
revolution 
of 
the 
whole 
people 
which might h a v e transformed 
rich Russia from a land of dark­ 
ness and oppression into a mod­ 
ern. progressive Western state. 
Before it could get started, the 
revolution w a s captured by 
a 
Bolshevik armed coup d’etat. Rus­ 
sians submitted. Tyranny o n c e 
again replaced tyranny. Commu­ 
nism was the upside-down 
auto­ 
cracy. more ruthless than 
t h e 
czars i m p o s e d . The Russians 
seem ed more ready for it than 
they were for political liberty. 
Like one of Dostoievsky’s gloo­ 
m y characters in “The P ossess­ 
ed.” the Russian found that “ aft­ 
er striving for unlimited liberty. T 
finally arrived at unlimited des­ 
potism.”

Merchants a n d manufacturers 
are required to list the inventory 
at the end of each 'month. If their 
books do not disclose direct month­ 
ly inventories, the beginning and 
ending inventories are required 
and also monthly purchases at cost 
and monthly sales at retail. 
All taxpayers engaged in busi­ 
ness or profession must list t h e 
following information on their tax 
return — accounts reported or to 
be reported on the federal income 
tax, total receipts from business 
or profession for taxable year, in­ 
ventory at beginning of the year, 
merchandise bought for sale, in­ 
ventory at the end of the year and 
depreciation. 
Many otherwise properly p r e ­ 
pared returns must be sent back 
because they are not filed in dupli­ 
cate. When the total taxable value 
amounts to $5,000 or more, or the 
income yield of productive invest­ 
ments to $500 or more, the re­ 
turns must be filed in duplicate, 
Peterson said. 


County Prisoners Fed 
For $ 6 0 9 In February 
LISBON — A total of 2,280 meals 
were served at a cost of $609.21 
to prisoners in the Columbiana 
County Jail during February, Sher­ 
iff Russell J. VanFossan said to­ 
day in his monthly report. This 
is an average cost of 79.8 cents 
a day per prisoner, he pointed out. 
Forty - eight new prisoners were 
received at the jail during t h e 
month in addition to the 24 that al­ 
ready were confined.

Little Chance 
Seen To Halt 
Nasser Move 


Suez Expected To 
Rank High In Talks 
By Ike, Macmillan 


WASHINGTON (JI—W’estern of­ 
ficials reportedly see little chance 
to block Egyptian President Nas­ 
ser’s drive for full operating con­ 
trol of the Suez Canal. 
The future of the Suez — to­ 
gether with alternative m eans of 
transport — probably will rank 
high in the talks between P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower and B r i t i s h 
Prim e Minister Harold Macmillan 
in Bermuda next week. 
Nasser presumably relying upon 
Soviet backing to help him make 
secure the hold 
which 
he 
has 
been tightening on the Suez Canal 
since he seized it last July 26. 
The United States and many other 
free nations have been trying to 
keep some m easure of operating 
control of the canal while conced­ 
ing E ypt’s ownership of it. 
The newest Western move was 
a proposal that ships using the 
waterway pay tolls to the World 
Bank, 
United 
Nations 
or 
some 
other “ neutral” agency. The agen­ 
cy in turn would pay 50 per cent' 
of the collection to Egypt and hold 
the rest pending a final settle­ 
ment of the claims arising out of 
Egypt's nationalization act. 
N asser’s regime gave its answer 
in a statem ent Saturday. Inform a­ 
tion Director Abdel Rader Hatem 
said Egypt would not accept “ any 
such proposal” because “ it vio­ 
lates Egypt’s rights according to 
the 1888 convention on the Suez 
Canal.” He added that from now 
on all Suez Canal tolls m ust be 
paid to Egyptian authorities. 
The W’estern Powers have two 
principal bargaining points in ad­ 
dition to the less direct pressure 
of world opinion. 
For one, the United States and 
Britain have frozen very substan­ 
tial Egyptian assets under their 
control. Nasser* wants them re­ 
leased 
but 
experts 
here 
doubt 
they will be a decisive factor. 
The other is the fact .th at not 
only the nations of Western E u­ 
rope but also tho^e of South Asia 
and Africa and many of the Arab 
states themselves, have an inter-! 
est in reliable transport through 
the canal. 
If N asser tries to m ake his vic­ 
tory too complete, he could easily 
offend 
or 
frighten 
other 
Arab 
-countries 
and 
such 
nations 
as 
India.

"... he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, con*t forth. 
And he that was dead came forth, hound hand and

It is easy to understand the confusion, unbelief, and 
astonishment of the people who witnessed this event. 
Lazarus, the friend of Jesus and the brother of Martha 
and Mary, had been dead four days. The practical 
Martha told Jesus, when He asked them to take away 
the stone from before the dead man’s tomb: 
“Lord, by this time he stinketh.” 
Saddened a little by the lack of faith, even in His 
closest friends, Jesus ignored the objections and, lifted 
His face heavenward in a brief prayer: 
“Father, I thank thee that thou heardest me. And 
I knew that thou hearest me always: but because of the 
multitude that standeth around I said it, that they may 
believe that thou didst send me.” 
Then He called into the dark tomb, “Lazarus, come 
forth.” 
Lazarus came stumbling out, still wrapped in his grave 
clothes. 
“Loose him,” said Jesus, “and let him go.” 
N o doubt, as Lazarus walked again as a man and 
flexed his muscles painfully as feeling returned to his 
limbs, he tried to recall what it had been like to be dead 
and entombed.

Careful Plans 
Will Pay Off 
In Workshop 


Future Trouble 
Can Be Averted By 
Looking Ahead 


By ANDREW C. LANG 
AP R eal E state Writer 
There is a growing 
aw areness 
among prospective home 
owners 
of the necessity of a place for 
the home workshop. 
Of the millions of home work­ 
shops in existence, few were plan­ 
ned that way. Most of the time, 
a workshop — whether it be in 
the basem ent, the attic, a garage 
or a spare room — is a gradual 
thing. 
You buy a ham m er and a screw ­ 
driver and a pliers and a 
few 
other essential hand tools for min­ 
or repair work around the house. 
Then, som e tim e later, you decide 
you want a portable electric drill 
and som e of its accessories. Be­ 
fore you know it, you find your­ 
self with a workshop of sorts. 
After your workshop has grown, 
you wish you had done a little 
planning ahead of time. You dis­ 
cover you have tools which y o u 
seldom , if ever, use. . .and you 
learn, one way or another, that 
there are som e tools you need but 
do not have. 
You discover that things a r e 
getting a bit crowded because you 
failed to allow room for expan­ 
sion. You are forced to string an 
extension cord in som e awkward 
arrangem ent because there is no 
handy outlet. And you run 
into 
other little annoyances which do 
not exactly prevent you from fix­ 
ing and m aking things, but which 
do m ake your job m ore difficult. 
A lot of this can be 
avoided 
with a little planning at the start. 
When you select a place to work, 
pick one that will allow for expan­ 
sion — even if, at the tim e, you 
do not think you will get that ser­ 
ious about doing things yourself. 
Consider such m atters as light, 
ventilation, heat, the availability 
of electrical outlets and space for 
wood and other m aterials you m ay 
be using. 
Buy or m ake a workbench that 
will be serviceable over the years, 
not one that is a m akeshift affair 
that you’ll never get around 
to 
changing. Give som e thought 
to 
the kind and quality of the tools 
you buy. 
Decide that each new purchase 
will become part of a workshop 
that will last m any years. In that 
way, you will not m ake the com ­ 
mon m istake of buying the cheap­ 
est tools available — and being 
forced to replace them when you 
become a m ore serious craftsm an. I 
Keep in mind the noise factor 
when selecting a place for the 
workshop. If you are the type of 
person 
who 
som etim es 
will 
be 
working in the shop late at night, 
you want to be sure you will not 
disturb m em bers of your h o u s e - 
hold who retire early. 
There are certain steps you can 
take later on to prevent som e of 
the noise from leaving the work­ 
shop, but generally speaking, the 
best safeguard is the proper loca­ 
tion for the shop in the first place. 
You’re bound to get into t h e 
power tool field sooner or later, 
since you’ll want to do your work 
faster and without so much effort.; 
It’s alm ost inevitable that you’ll 
buy a portable electric drill. But 
from that point on use care in the 
selection of power tools, unless you 
have so much money y o u don’t 
care how you spend it. 
You should select each tool on' 
the basis of the type of work you 
expect to do m ost of the time. A 
lathe is useless if you aren't going 
to do much wood-turning. 
A c i r c u l a r saw is fine for 
straight-cutting and bevel jobs. A 
bandsaw and a jigsaw h a n d l e 
curves, the form er doing its best 
work in the heavy-duty line, the 
latter in the intricate-design cate­ 
gory. Or you m ay want to consid­ 
er one of the combination power 
tools, especially where space is at 
a prem ium . 
The important thing is to choose 
a machine that will perform the 
kind of work you want it to per­ 
form, not the kind your neighbor 
has. 
We’re certain that most persons 
will continue to let their 
work­ 
shops grow without direction, fig­ 
uring they will meet their needs 
as the occasion dem ands. But in

Growing plants indoors is a re­ 
warding hobby. A plant box that 
can be lighted to sim ulate full 
sunlight will m ake it possible to 
grow a large variety of colorful 
plants throughout the year. 
First, m ake the fram es f o r 
the top and front glass panels. 
Use U4-by-3-inch lum ber, cutting 
two pieces 40% inches long, two 
pieces 39Va inches long and four 
pieces l l 1/* inches long. A m iter 
box will help insure square ends. 
The fram es are assembled using 
dowel joints. At least two dowel 
pins % inches in diam eter and 3 
inches long for each joint should 
be used. Locate the center of the 
holes for each pin 7/» inches 
apart. Groove the dowel pin for 
a tighter joint. M ark the loca­ 
tion of the hinges 3% inches in 
from the ends of the top fram e. 
Chisel out a l-by-3-inch space to 
recess the hinge. 
Next, the sides are m ade of 
l-by-12-inch lum ber cut 32 inches 
long. Make a pattern for the de­ 
sign at the bottom of the side, 
and with a compass, set at a 2- 
inch radius, cut out the piece as 
shown. Mark the location of the 
top of the side rails 6 inches 
from the bottom edge. 
The side rails, m ade of 1%-by- 
3-inch lum ber, are cut 44% inch­ 
es long. The back of the flower 
box is a piece of lV4-by-12-inch 
lum ber 44% inches long 
The bottom of the flower box 
is m ade of l-by-10-inch lum ber 
planed to fit between the back 
and fram e. Bore % inch holes 
in the bottom to provide ventila­ 


tion. The lower shelf is made of 
l-by-12-inch lum ber, 


Assemble the project

Recess the hinges. 
The glass panels, 6% 
inches 
wide by 39 inches long, are in­ 
stalled by first attaching %-inch 
quarter-round molding, m itered 
at the joints, to one side of each 
fram e.

molding is attached to enclose 
the glass. Window putty m ay be 
used for a 
tighter seal.

top fram e is t h e n hinged in 
place. 
A 20-watt daylight florescent 
light fixture completes the pro­ 
ject. Drill a hole for the electric 
wire in back to m atch the fitting 
of the light tube.

To T it’ Site 


Architects Make 
Most Of Every 
Interesting Feature 


PORTLAND, Ore. — America's 
most 
beautiful 
and 
attractive 
homes, whether the smallest cot­ 
tages or the most elaborate man­ 
sions, have been “tailor-made” so 
that they actually belong to their 
building site. 


Today, more than ever before, 
architects are designing homes to 
fit the site. Every interesting fea­ 
ture, whether it be hillside, slop­ 
ing terrain, old trees, r u n n i n g 
brooks, or view lots become a liv­ 
ing part of the home. 
The secret of a beautiful home, 
these architects disclose, is to m ar­ 
ry the home and site so they ap­ 
pear as one. 
There are many ways to ac­ 
complish this desired result. One 
of the most effective is to use ap­ 
proach fences to bring the sur­ 
roundings right up to the home. 
Low screening fences, curving 
along a driveway, create the illu­ 
sion 
of 
unity 
and 
soften 
the 
sharp break between lawns and 
vertical walls. Often a low, solid 
wall or estate-type fence, when 
built of wood to match the siding 
of the home, makes a perfect 
connecting link in the wedding of 
home and site. 
Some architects like to use rough- 
textured western red cedar for 
these fences, or Douglas fir, point­ 
ing out that these natural m ater­ 
ials blend easily into the land­ 
scape and have an affinity for 
green shrubbery and trees. 
Landscape architects use fences 
as a background for low shrub­ 
bery. feeling that the fence sets 
off to good advantage the plantings 
and greenery. There is another the­ 
ory about screening fences used 
along 
approach 
driveways 
or 
walks... 
They create a more friendly ap­ 
proach ar0h, reducing the abrupt­ 
ness which sometimes occurs when 
a home rises sharply out of th® 
lawn without modifying surround­ 
ings. 
Sometimes low fences of a vari­ 
ety of patterns can be designed to 
shelter patio or play areas from 
public gaze or from the weather. 
At the same time, these screen­ 
ing devices can serve the additional 
duty of tying home to site. 
Particular attention should be 
given to the design or pattern of 
fences or other added architectur­ 
al and structural features used in 
the home-site marriage ceremony. 
Noisy patterns, such as woven 
‘fences, would be out of place on 
sites where the home has non- 
ornate but lovely lines and de­ 
pends for its beauty on its charm ­ 
ing simplicity. In such a case, the 
simpler the screening device, the 
better. 
As a general rule, fences should 
match the home in texture and 
material. If boards and battens 
siding is used, then the f e n c e 
should compliment this design. If 
a drop siding of western red cedar 
forms the outer covering of the 
home, then your fence p a t t e r n 
should be of a style to match, or 
at least compliment the home.

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Recreation Room Takes Planning

The recreation room is fast be­ 
coming an integral part of every 
home. 
Even apartm ent dwellers c a n 
sometimes afford an extra room 
for family fun. It’s the hideaway 
where adults entertain their guests, 
where children m ay am use them ­ 
selves, where family pets m ay ca­ 
vort to their hearts’ content. It is 
a room apart from the rest of the 
house that m ay be cleaned easily 
and spares other parts of the house 
from heavy use. 


W H EN M AKING a plan for a fun 
room, think it out carefully.

Do . . . use a portable electric 
router for making grooves, dadoes, 
joints, mouldings, inlays and hun­ 
dreds of intricate designs, as well 
as for trim m ing plastic lam inates 
and doing m any other jobs with 
special accessories. 
Do . . . guide the router firmly 
but without excessive pressure, al­ 
lowing the bit to run freely before 
touching it to the m aterial. 
Do . . . use a straight edge guide, 
clamped over the work, for m ak­ 
ing straight cuts across w i d e 
boards. 
Do . . . get interesting effects 
by making recessed designs in 
wood and then filling the recessed 
area with plastic wood or wood 
putty of a contrasting color.

Don’t . . . m ake any adjustm ents 
to the m achine while the electric 
plug is in the outlet: m erely turn­ 
ing off the switch is not sufficient. 
Don’t . . . try to m ake a groove 
In the narrow edge of a board 
until you have first clamped an­ 
other board to it so that the router 
will ride over it easily without tip­ 
ping.
